Injection of Politics Into Business Makes Strange 


Tf it is a correct statement that 


ent of the business scheme, it must 
be concluded that the output of 
the gossip.foundry in Washington 
is bound ‘to have an unsettled ef- 
fect. Garruloug grannies, broad- 
casting rumor, have disturbed the 
social equanimity of many a village. 
Expanded and operated on a large 
acale, the same kind of effort may 
disturb the equanimity 
of a nation. In ‘many respecta this 
is the same kind of effort. Since 
the investigation Started the pro- 
ceedings have been charged with 
innuendo, implication, inference, 
indirection and assumption. Noth- 
ing has been carried to a conclu- 
sion. It ts entirely ex-parte. No 
pleadings have been made, and ne 
issue framed. Before one question 
or allegation or resolution has ap- 
proached the point of elucidation, 
some one gives a knowingly myste- 
rious wag of the head and a new 
glutton for the spotlight comes 
forward to slay a reputation or ex- 
pand the definition assassinity. The 
ordinary rules of evidence are for- 
gotten or ignored, even by tho par- 
ticipants trained im the law. A 
public presumably eager to con- 
sume the reports of proceedings 
must be fed on new stories with 
dramatic trimmings dished up with 
eciat in a forum where slander is 
privileged. 

Business would be justified in 
turning aside from its course to 
hear of its immoralities and 
dishonesties. Business, however, is 
not dishonest. The usual transac- 
tions, running into hundreds of 
millions daily, gre taking place. 
Goods and merchandise are being 
produced and bought and sold: 
debts are being incurred and paid; 
negotiations turn into contracts, 
which are executed according to 
their terms, and there ten't a frac- 
tional part of 1 per cent that has 
a taint of dishonesty. 

The business world may, how- 
ever, be carried aff ite feet. Conf. 
dence in itself may be impaired if 
the pursuit continues. A move to 
get the matter into court where 
order can be secured would be a 
wise step before something worse 
than a shock to the stuck market 
becomes the penalty. The country 
can stand or withstand the truth, 
but the truth cannot be squeezed 
out of a welter of testimony which 
makes no distinction between the 
relevant and irrelevant, between 
the competent and the incompetent, 
between fact and fiction or gossip. 
Not one of ten active and irtelit- 
gent business men, all admitting

WOOL TRADE QUIET 
PRICES HOLD FIRM 


MEDIUM GRADES MOST WANT- 
ED, WITH DOMESTIC SUP- 
| PLIES RUNNING Low

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 206,— 
More quiet tone, with, spot sales at 
firm prices, ig turning the attention 
of traders in the ‘wool market to 
outside conditions and the Yoreign 


situation principally. A trifie more 
interest has been shown in fine 
wools, but demand for medium- 
grade territories and fleeces holds 
the leadership. Local supplies in 
all grades of domestic wools are 
low, and imported wools for the 
most part are sold before arrival. 

Foreign markets continue to re- 
fiect keen competition. There is 
no indication of price recessions 
either in the primary markets or 
in London. Southern hemisphere 
clips have been about sold ou, the 
balance finding a ready merket. 
The British government war stock 
is expected to be cleaned out in 
the next two months, with no 
visible surplus to take its place. 

Australia is gaid to be about 
300,000 balew short, with supplies 
light in South Africa and New Zea- 
land. At the same time American 
imports have been considerably be- 
low normal, and buying in foreign 
markets by American interests has 
not taken on the proportions of 
former years, 

A fair amount of fleece and ter- 
ritory wool is moving. There is 
the usual week's report of con- 
tracts for clips in the Southwest, 
but confirmation ie lacking. Wor- 
sted mills are showing a little bet- 
ter interest in fine wools, and some 
fair-sized sales have been made. 
The dominant interest is still in 
medium and low-grade wools, good 
distribution having fairly cleaned 
up most of the local spot supply. 

Prices for the week show little 
change, though buyers find it diffi- 
cult to obtain wool at the lower 
quotations. Values on a clean ba- 
sis are approximately as follows: 
Fine staple combing, 11.35 to 
$1.40; average fine, $1.30 to $1.35; 
half-blood combing, $1.28 to $1.35; 
three-eighths combing, $1.19 to 
$1.16; quarter-blood combing, 93 
cents to $1.03, and low quarter 
combing, 75 cente to 83 cents. 

Carpet wools have been fairly 
active. Demand for spot wools is 
heavy. The greater part of im- 
ports for the month have been 
sold before arrival, so that stocks 
are very small. .Comparative fig- 
ures published by the Department 
of Commerce ehow there were 
4.849.230 pounds of carpet wools 
in the United States December 31, 
as cémpared with 14,800,000 No- 
vember 30. Importations since 
have been extremely light. 

Nolis continue fairly active, with 
searcity just aw evident as last 
week.

That the Shell Company of Cali- 
fornia anticipates the development 
of a new ill field on the Virginia 


Country Club grounds at Long 
Beach Boulevard and Whittier 
Road, which it hae just leased for 
purposes of oll exploration, can- 
not be doubted by a check-up of 
development in that vicinity. 

This 135-acre tract of land is 
spread over rolling hills which ap- 
pear to constitute one of the nu- 
merous domes with which the Los 
Angeles oi] basin ig dotted. The 
ground lies perhaps two miles 
north of Signal Hill, with a dip 
or swale of tidelande intervening. 

The outpost producer of the 
Signal Hill field on the north is 
the United Oil Company's Bixby 
well, which lies south of the fleod- 
control channel, and hardly off the 
hill proper. This well was drilled 
deep enough to test the lowlands 
for production. It developed into 
a small producer as also did the 
Regina Judd, which is close by. 
Both of these holes are regarded 
by operators as edge wells of the 
Signal Hill field. 3 

If they are edge wells, then the 
Virginia Country Club area must 
be another field even though it 
should prove to be rather small 
in extent. The results at United 
Bixby and Regina Judd, geologists 
say, indicate a break somewhere 
in the flat, with perhaps another 
dome in the vicinity of the Coun- 
try Club. 

Shell is not banking too heavily 
on there being another dome in 
that vicinity, but appears to think 
well enough of it to pay consider- 
able cash for a lease upon which 
to drill twenty-five or thirty wells. 
It already hae a test well going 
down about half a mile south of 
the club grounds.

Proceedings for the opening and widening Le Olive street from 
Pico street to Twenty-third street, where Olive street will form a junc- 
tion with Hill street, were ordered started yesterday by the City Coun- 
cil, upon the recommendation of the Public Works Committee.

While the moon hid her face 


last night in a total eclipse, she 
sneaked out of sight over the hori- 


‘zon just before she did it, so no 


one in California got a glimpse of 
her mask. 

Technically, it was explained by 
Dr. Mars Baumgardt, noted local 
lecturer, Los Angeles had revolved 
a little too far toward the sun to 
be in on the show. That was true, 
also, for the rest of the Pacifie 
Coast, except perhaps a portion of 
Northwestern Alaska, where the 
nights are still long. Dr. Baum- 
gardt, however, was of the opin- 
ion that but few Eskimos would 
stick their noses out of the family 
igloo to see the sight. 

The Hawaiian and other Pacific 
Ocean island groups and Asia could 
easliy see the eclipse, the moon be- 
ing in the shadow of the earth for 
a considerable length of time.

Copper is the chief metal of the non- 
ferrous groups. Not only is it the most 
vital tor the manufacture of war munitions; 
it is equally essential to the industries ‘of 
peace. In these industries electricity now 
Plays easily the leading part—and copper 
is the best conductor that science knows 
of—with the exception of silver, which ia 
too expensive—for distributing electrical 
energy. 
Arizona produces a greater quantity ot 
this valuable metal than any other State. 
In fact, Arizona contributes 46 per cent ot 
our native copper supply. There is no in- 
dustrial center so near the great copper 
mines of Arizona as Los Angeles and no. 
harbor so convenient for shipping the prod- 
uct of these mines overseas as Los Angeles 
Harbor. 
Yet there is no copper smelter or refinery | 
adjacent to this port and, as a shipper ‘of 
copper, Los Angeles Harbor is unimportant. 
Tacoma, Wash., has a large copper refinery 
and a heavy copper tonnage passes through 
the ports of Seattle and San Francisco. 
Why has Los Angeles remained behind in 
this important respect, when she is closer 
than her rivals to the most productive cop-

Grant McCartney, wealthy real 


‘estate man of Los Angeles, was

Department Needs 


The City Council will this morn- 
ing receive a report from its Civic 
Projects Committee of which Coun- 
cilman Baker is chairman, recom- 
mending that there be placed upon 


the ballot at the May 6 Presiden- 
tial primary election a bond issue 
ef $1,600,000 for eleven new po- 
lice division stations and equip- 
ment for furnishing the new Cen- 
tral Station in the Hall of Justice, 
and for extensions to the police 
signal system. These needed facili- 
ties for the police department are 
urged by Chief Vollmet in order 
to modernize the police depart- 
ment and make it more efficient, 
and the Mayor, Police Commission 
and City Council, after conferences 
with Chief Vollmer, have unani- 
mously indorsed the Chief's plans. 

Of the total of $1,600,000, the 
eleven new division station build- 
ings and land will cost $880,000; 
the equipment for these stations 
will cost $261,943.88: there will 
be spent $100,000 in - furnishing 
and equipping the new police head- 
quarterg in the Hall ot Justice: 
$250,000 will be spent on exten- 
sions to the police signal system: 
and the remaining $100,000 will 
be required as a margin for con- 
tingencies arising during the add- 
ing of the improvements called for 
in the bond issue.

To carry Los Angeles sewage

Sewage from the southwestern 
part of the city will pass through 
a temporary pipe line already laid 
from Thirty-ninth street and Ar- 
lington streets to the submarine 
pipe laid yesterday, and thence 
the sewage will pass through the 
600-foot pipe to be dispersed into 
the ocean far from the shore. 


WILL BE SALVAGED 
The temporary sewer will be sal- 
vaged after the new permanent 


outfall is in use. The cost of the 
temporary line will be about 1600. 
900, and as much of this is be- 
ing laid on the surface of the 
ground, the pipe can be used by 
the city later in other parts of 
the city. 

The laying of the pipe yesterday 
Was a rare engineering feat worked 
out and carried through by Engi- 
neer Van Norman. For the first 
time in the history of engineering, 
a submarine pipe line was laid 
without the ald of marine divers. 
Usually these submarine lines are 
laid on the bed of the ocean in 
sections and then riveted by divers. 
In the case of the Playa del 
Rey line, the pipe was riveted to- 

gether on the beach and made air 
tight. Then one end was anchored 
at the shore and the other end 
floated by means of barges. When

Whereas we have had less than 
two inches of rainfall in Los An- 
geles to date for this season, in the 
year 1903-1904 the rainfall to the 
first of February was but .57 of an 
inch. This was followed by 2.68 
inches during the month of Febru- 
ary, 4.5 inches during March and 
97 of an inch during the month of 
April, giving a total for that season 
of 8.72 inches, so, judging from 
past records, we still have some 
reason to hope for the W 
portion of the season. 

This dry year, like the last, was 
predicted last October by the State 
Biological Station at La Jolla, in 
San. Diego county. These scientists 
primarily are making a study of 
marine life, which they find is 
affected by varying ocean tempera- 
tures. They find that there is an 
annual variation in water tempera- 
been extended through private in- h 
terests to cover the Southern Cali- 
fornia coast. The results seem tot 
indicate the fact that there is a 
relation between seasonal rainfall 
and varying ocean temperatures.

The water department of the city 
of Los Angeles is delivering water 
through the Aqueduct on a strict 
schedule of conservation. There 
is an ample supply and to spare 
for all domestic use.

9000 acre feet. Haiwee Lake, the 
city’s largest reservoir with a ca- 
pacity of 63,000 acre feet, now con- 
tains about 40,000 acre feet of 
water.

WHAT MULHOLLAND SAYS | 

William Mutholland, chief engi- 
neer of the Bureau of Power and 
Light, returned yesterday from 
Washington keenly interested 
the water shortage problem. He 
said the situation is unprecedented |‘ 
and serious. “However,” he said, 
“we can do much and already have 
done much to avert serious trou- 
ble. For relief we must develop 
‘every bit of avaliable water.” 

Mr. Mulholland said that in ex- 
pectation of a possible water short- 
age his department recently has put 
in ten rigs, which should bring in 
from forty to fifty wells. The wells 
will not be permanent but are ex- 
pected to ald greatly. This action 
was taken aften January 1, when 
there were hints of a water short- 
age. He also stated that land had 
been bought in the Owens Valley 
and all possible water is being 
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drawn into the city reservoirs. 

Small rainfall and snowfall are 
seriously affecting the streams 
which provide hydrolectric energy. 
Steam plants are running and the 
various companies are asking con- 
sumers to curtail or regulate the 
use of currest as much as possible.
